In summary the Equals Club finance men are the 
money behind the narcotics operation in the core area. 
Each finance man has several trusted street people that 
purchases their narcotics and makes their connections. 
These street people deal directly with other young blacks 
and some trusted whites in narcotics, burglaries, armed 
robberies, and stolen merchandise. Therefore, it seems 
there are numerous little narcotics pushers in Milwaukee, 
but in essence they are front men for the Equals Club.
